starch. This starch absorbs any ex- 
cess moisture and prevents the

If your recipe calls for two tea- 
spoons baking powder, the rule is to 
substitute one teaspoon cream of 


tartar and one-half teaspoon soda. 
The general rule given for the use 
of baking powder is to use two tea- 
spoons baking powder to each cup 
of flour. This may seem a large 
amount to you but this rule calls for 


level measurements. The heaping 
measure that is used so often con- 
tains double the level measure that 


it used in the recipe. 

One teaspoon soda is required for 
two cups of sour milk. It is also 
recommended that an additional tea- 
spoon of baking powder be added for 
each cup of flour. 

If eggs are used, the rule is to de- 


crease the amount of baking-powder 
by one half teaspoon for each egg.
